frontier riflemen. 
Later tho treaties 


of Jay and Plnckney materially ex- 
tended our real 
boundaries to the 


west. 
But none 
of these events 


was of so striking n character as to 
fix the popular Imagination. The old 
thirteen colonies had always claimed 
that their rights stretched westward 
to the Mississippi, 
and vague ami 


unreal though these claims were un- 
til made good by conquest, settle- 
ment and diplomacy, they still serv- 
ed to give the Impression that the 
earliest westward movements of our 
people were little more than tho fill- 
ing In of already -existing national 
boundaries. 


But there could bo no Illusion about 


the acquisition of the vast territory 
beyond 
the Mississippi, strotcnlng 


westward to the Pacific, which in that 
day was known as Louisiana. 
This 


Immense region was admittedly the 
territory of a foreign 
power, of a 


European kingdom. None of our peo- 
ple had ever laid claim to It, 
Its 


acquisition could In no sense be treat 
ed as rounding out any existing claim 
When we acquired it. we made evi- 
dent once for all for 
all that cons- 


ciously and of set purpose we had 
embarked, on it career of expansion, 
that had taken our place among those 
daring and hardy nations who risk 
t-uch with the hope and desire of 
w..nlng 
high position among the 


great powers of the earth. 
As Is so 


often the case In nature, the law of 
developemcnt 
of 
living 
organism 


showed Itself in Its actual workings 
to be wiser than the wisdom of tne 
wisest. 


This work of expansion was by far 


the greatest work of our people dur- 
ing the years that 
Intervened be- 


tween the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion and tho outbreak of tho civil 
war. 
There were other questions 


of real moment and importance, and 
there were many which at the, time 
seemed such to those engaged In an 
swerlng them: but the greatest feat 
of our forefathers of those genera- 
was the deed of the men who, with 
with pack train or wagon train, on 
foot, or by boat upon 
the waters, 


pushed the frontier ever westward 
across the continent. 


Never before had the world seen 
the kind of national expansion which 
gave our people all that part of the 
American continent lying west of the 
thirteen original states; the greatest 
landmark In which was tho Louisi- 
ana Purchase. 
Our triumph in 'this 


process of expansion was indlssolubly 
bound up with the success of our pe- 
culiar kln-d of federal 
government; 


anu this success has been so complete 
that because of its very completeness 
we now sometimes fall to apreciate 
not only tho all-Importance but the 
tremendous difficulty of 
the 
prob- 


lem with which our nation was orig- 
inally faced. 


When our forefathers joined to call 


Into being this nation, they undertook 
a task for which there was but little 
encouraging precedent. 
Tho devel- 


opement of civilization from the earli- 
est period seemed to show the truth 
of two propositions; In 
the 
first 


place. It had always proved exceeding

FOR FARMERS 


CORN CROP IS AN IMPORTANT 


ITEM JUST NOW. 


HOW IT SHOULD BE PLANTED 


• Much Care 
Must Be Taken To See 


That It Is Put.In Prop- 


erly, 


With the sowing of the oat 
crop 


completed, farmers v.-lll now turn their 
their attention to that other splendid 
crop.—corn, and begin the prepara- 
tion of the ground Tor planting. This 
being the case a few gleanings of op- 
inion on the subject of corn planting 
and cultivation may not be amlsa, es- 
pecially as Rock county Is In a gre.. 
corn raising belt, where thousands of 
acres are annually put In to that err- 
eal. 


Authorities state and 
experience 


teaches there are three essentials In 
corn raising that arc absolutely nec- 
essary to Insure success, namely, good 
seed, good soil, and good cultivation. 
Arglcultural Journals are always fnil 
about this time of year, with advice 
and suggestions regarding seed corn, 
some of which Is the result ci exper- 
ience and some of which Is mere tne- 
ory. 
It Is so easy to theorize In farm 


mutters, much easier In fact than It 
Is to hustle around and dig your Idcnr 
out of the soil. 


One thing to strive for In the se- 


lection of seed corn Is the uniformi- 
ty of size In the kernels. 
This 13 


neccessary If an evencss of work Is 
desired: 
Here again Is where the 


experimental work of our state ag- 
ricultural schools 
proves beneficial. 


In a bulletin recently prepared by 
Professor P. G. Holden. of the Iowa 
experiment station, some results are 
given showing the manner In which 
the planter deals with corn, the ker- 
nels of which are Irregular size. 


Some tests were 
made by using 


corn taken from the entire ear. In 
eluding tips, butts and middles. When 
such seed was used the planter drop 
ped three kernels sixty-six times out 
of every hundred; four kernels twen 
ty-flve times, five kernels once, six 
kernels once, two kernels six times 
and one kernel once. 
It will be seen 


from the abovo that only 66 percent 
of the hills contained three kernels. 


When the tips and butts were dis- 


carded the planter dropped three kcr. 
nels ninety-two times out of every 
hundred, two kernels being dropped 
in the eight remaining hills. 
In an- 


other instance where corn was used 
in which tho length of grain differed 
considerably on various ears when 
only seventy-five hills out of every 
hundred contained 
three 
kernels, 


•while the same ears when classified 
by placing those with shallow ker- 
nels by themselves, S5 per cent, of 
the hills contained three kernels In 
one instance and 92 per cent in the 
othc.*. 
There Is an Important lesson to be 
learned from the abovo figures. Tak- 
ing In one year with another It Is 
generally believed that three kernels 
In the hill will give the best result. 
This has not only been proved by ex- 
periment, but it Is the aim of most 
farmers to plant thla amount of seed. 
Where more seed Is planted, there 
Is n, tendency 
to produce nubbins, 


•while less seed Is apt to cut down 
the,yield per acre. 
Tho feet tnat 


only (in per cent, of tho hills con- 
tained three Kernels, when tips, butts 
and middles were used Is the best 
evidence that could be given In favor 
of discarding tho tips and butts be- 
fore shelling the corn. 
And. to go 


one step farther. It will certainly pay 
to make some classification of the 
ears even after the tlpps and butts 
are removed before 
shelling them. 


by placing together 
together 
ears^ 


that resemble one another In size, 
and shape of kernel, and shelling and 
planting those by themselves. 
If 


one's seed supp.ly. 
for example. Is 


limited and 
yet lacks uniformity, 


•considerable 
Improvement 
can be 


made In the record of tho planter If 
the soed of each class Is used 
by 


itself. 
Farmers nowadays are too apt to 


make Iho common mistake of plant- 
Ing a larger acreage 
of corn than 


they can successfully handle. 
It. Is 


not the number of acres of corn that 
makes tho bushels nearly as much as 
It Is the care nf tho crop after 1t 
Is up. 
There are men who annually 


plant from CO to 80 acres of corn, and 
•usually at husking time their crop 
IH Just about half what It should be 
In other words. 30 to -JO acres. If giv- 
en proper attention at 
the 
proper 


time, would have yielded as well and 
the arreago could bo left In grass. 
Too much stress cannot bo put on 


tho subject of 
cultivation, 
neither 


can too much attention be paid to the 
manner In which It is done. 
What has been accomplished under 


modern methods of civilization would 
astonish old timers who used to think 
fifty bushels of corn to the acre was 
something to brag about. 
A farmer 


In Scott county. Iowa, produced 21!i> 
bushels of shelled corn to tho aero 
from what Is called the "Iowa Silver 
Sllne" variety. 
Another experiment 


•with the early mastodon corn result- 
ed In a yield of 213 bushels to th* 
acre, but be used $220 worth of com- 
mercial fertilizers to obtain this phe- 
nomenal yield. 


Of course these arc special cases 


where a record making result was 
striven for and tho work was large- 
ly experimental. 
But nevertheless, 


It shows what the corn crop can be 
made to do If properly cared for. and 
as results are what farmers are work- 
ing for, thoy should profit by all such 
experiments. 
The matter of deep or shallow cul- 


tivation Is one that Is frequently dis- 
cussed and one that has adherents 
both pro and con. 
One 
class of 


farmers believe that corn should re- 
ceive deep cultivation, but they fear 
the injury resulting from the cutting 
of the roots of the corn plants. 
It 
Is not believed, however, that much. 
If any. damage will be dono tc corn 
by deep cultivation ilurlng the first 
stages of growth, ns tho results are 
then tending downward rather than 
through the surface soil, tho feeding 
roots extending later. In experiments 


made It was found that when the soil 
was stirred to depth of half an Inch 
the loss of water from one acre was 
about five and 
three-quarters tons, 


and when stirred to the depth of three 
fourths of an Inch the loss was about 
four and one half tons to the acre 
Soil that was not cultivated at all, 
lost about six and a quarter tons of 
water. 
The experiments show that 


deep tillage retains more water In 
the soil than when the cultivation Is 
shallow. 
Just a word about the prevailing 


weather and crop conditions may be 
of Interest. 
While last week was 


decidedly cool, with 
frosty nights 


and snow In some 
portions of the 


state the present week has been more 
favorable, opening fairly wprm, with 
full sunshine and light winds. Early 
sown grains are starting slowly and 
In some localities, especially on low 
land, there are ' Indications of the 
seed having rotted. Plowing for corn 
Is progressing but slowly and only 
early potatoes have been planted. To 
bacco beds are mostly sown.

Santiago is one of tho oldest cities 


of the Western hemisphere, and its 
architectural features present an ex- 
cellent, Illustration of the substantial 
and-picturesque cities built by the 
Spaniards during their wonderful con- 
•quest of the Americas. The houses, 
almost without exception, are built of 
stone, or nibble, and covered with a 
stucco or adobe finish, with the en- 
during red tiles that look like flower- 
pots cut in half and laid over each 
other.

Tlit' church editlces of Santiago ore 


highly interesting to the stranger. The 
cathedral, of course, insists upon'vis- 
itation, but there nre numerous other 
older and more picturesque churches 
throughout the town. 


There are several smaller churches 


of much greater nge than the cathe- 
dral, which has bean destroyed by flro 
several times and rebuilt. These lit- 
tle sanctuaries, are often very sweet 
and cool and quiet inside, and the 
shrines are decorated with ornate pro- 
fusion of ornament. It Is said that nt 
the Carmen church on Santo Touias 
street De Soto attended mays before 
sailing for the unknown regions of tho 
Mississippi, and the San Franciscan 
church has the same tradition about 
Cortez, for it was In Santiago that 
the great explorer and conqueror lit- 
ted out his Mexican invaders.

room and a beautiful patio, or Inner 
court. In which there Is a fountain, 
the whole area screened from the sun 
by a wonderfully large grapevine. 


The plaza is tho centre of tho so- 


cial life as well as the business of 
Santiago. Here, alter the sun's heat 
is cooled by the llrst evening breezes

tion stands the Surrender Tree, un- 
der whicli Gens. Toral and Linares 
gave up the light to Gen. Shafter. San 
Juan Hill has only the trenches where 
the Spaniards made their laxt resist- 
ance to show where the famous con- 
flict occurred, but everywhere about 
the top of the hill are strewn the re- 
mains of the blockhouse that marked 
the last menacing outpost of Spanish 
dominion In the Island. 


The village of El Cancy affords the 


Interesting remains of the fort to tho 
attention of the visitor. To the south 
lies tho trail to Slboney and Daiquiri, 
over which the Americans approached 
the Spanish front—a low-lying stretch 
of tangled jungle., 


Morro Castle remains first and last 


the most striking and Impressive sou- 
venir of Spanish dominion and pride 
In the West Indies—a monument to an 
outworn and brilliant tyranny, now 
happily ended.

Both Spain and France nad owned 
It and the two nations had left their 
marks upon the scanty and'sparsely 
settled communities 
that bordered 


the river. 
New Orleans was tne 


controlling point of the whole Ohio 
river basin. 
It was so located that 


it -completely shut off all the Interior 
states 
of 
the little union from a 


water to the sea while In control of 
a foreign power. 


St. Louis was but a trading post, 


located at the junction of the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi rivers. It was 
the natural market for the northwest 
extending to the base of the Rocklt-s. 
A few fur traders made yearly pll 
grlmagcs to the Interior- after furs 
and returned with stories of rolling 
prairies and magnificent mountains, 
othei wise the country was not known.

The weather during the week Just 


closed was generally much more fav- 
orable for the advancement of farm- 
Ing operations than that of the week 
previous, although the soli was gen- 
erally too wet and cold to give the 
best results. 
The early part of the 


week was fair and 
decidedly cool, 


with frosty nights and high easterly 
winds. 
Seeding 
has 
progressed 


rapidly, but the work was again re- 
tarded by the rain, and In many parts 
of the state, snow, which occurred 
Thursday and Friday. 
The last few 


days hare been much more favorable 
being fairly warm, with full sunshine 
and light winds. 
Seeding of oats, 


barley, spring rye and spring wheat 
Is well under way. and with a con- 
tinuance of the favorable will he gen- 
erally completed this 
week.

...Egyptfan 
Mummy. 


In overhauling a number of dust- 


covered boxes In the attic of the Pea- 
body museum at Yale Dr. MacCtirdy. 
curator of 4 the anthropological col- 
lection, came across an unopened box 
Lhat has proved to be one of 
the 


most Interesting finds at Yale In re- 
cent years. 
In this box, according 


lo a New York .Times correspondent, 
beneath an Inch of peculiar yellow 
dust, was found 
a 
well-preserved 


mummy of an Dgytlan child wrapped 
In costly mummy cloth with the usual 
death masl; tied down over tho face, 
as was customary with rich families. 


With the child was the mummified 


hand of an Egyptian woman of rank 
and also the bod> of some small ani- 
mal, possibly a cat, dog. or parrot, 
the pet of the mummy child when In 
life. 
This was a custom among the 


iilgher classes of the ancient Egyp- 
:lans. It being believed that animals 
laving souls should .be assisted on 
their way tn everlasting happiness. 
The finding of these mummies was 


a great surprise to the Peabody mus- 
eum authorities, as all record of tho 
gift had been lost. 
On the box In 


i!ch they were found was printed: 
"From the Ilov. Lyman 
Cnlemnn. 


1S5S." so that'the box had not boen 
opened for nearly half a century. Mr. 
Soloman grndutetl from Yale In 1S17. 
The box had been received 
with 


much other material and stored for 
future opening, and had finally found 
ts way to the attic of the museum, 
where It might have remained for an- 
other century had not search been 
made near It for some other relics. 


Owing to the probable 
changes 


which so many years In this cllmato 
have made In the condition of tho 
nnmmy. the 
museum 
authorities 


have not yet decided to unwrap the 
bodies. 
X-ray 
photographs 
will, 


however, probably be taken to discov- 
er, the presence of ornaments 
or 


precious metals that might have been 
wrapped up In the mummy cloth, and 
also to show the skeleton of 
the 


child and animal. 
The rich mummy 


cloth In which the body of the child, 
about two feet long, was wrapped, 
was originally painted with highly 
colored dyes, as some remnant of 
these dyes still adheres to the cloth. 
The 
paintings were evidently 
of 


scenes of the life of the child, a cus- 
tom carried out by the richer famil- 
ies of ancient Egypt In burying the 
dead. 
The mask, now crumbled to 


dust In places, still shows the 
rich 
terra cotta ornamentation, the face 
surfce of the mask being 
painted 


flesh color, the hair black, with op- 
enings for the eyes, nostrils 
'nnd 


mouth. 


Dr. MacCurdy of the museum said 


today that there were In all probabil- 
ity numerous unopened' cases in the 
attic, 
anil 
cellars of the museum 


•which contained vluable relics of all 
kinds, and which, through lack 
or 
room, had been practically lost sight 
of for years. 
Every month or so 


now discoveries are mnde 
among 
these 
unopened boxes, and a great 


number of Invaluable specimens have 
up to this time been recovered. 


Tho Egyptian child mummy prnlin- 


bly. dates to a hundred or so yean" 
before Christ, and to one of the later 
dynasties. 
The absence of any cer- 


tain Inscription with tho body, how- 
ever, makes the actual tint'.1 of burial 
a question. 
The mummies .will be 


placed on exhibition in a few WCI>KS 
among the other mummlew In 
the 
'Peabody archaeological collection.
